Peace In Sight In Ohio 
Coal Fields lor Next Year 
Following Passage of Bill

Cleveland, O., May 6.—Peace 
in 


the Ohio coal field for the coming 
year at least seemed sure today, fol- 
lowing the passage yesterday by the 
legislature at Columbus of the Gal- 
lagher bill and progress made by the 
joint scale conference of miners and 
operators in session here. 


The Gallagher bill makes optional 


rather than compulsory the provis- 
ions of the Green law, specifying the 
run of mine basis for paying miners. 
The operators had agreed that if this 
bill passed and the miners made con- 
cessions of working conditions, they 
would sign the 47 cent run of mine 
scale for a year, and they proposed 
to stand by their 
agreement. 
Tho 


desired concessions have practically 
All been made by the miners' dele- 


gates at the meeting here and unless 
Governor Willis vetoes the Gallagher 
bill, which" is improbable, an agree- 
ment will HKely be signed 
before 


the end of the week. 


However, the 
miners 
say 
that 


peace, if It comes, will be only temp- 
orary. 
They believe that with the 


Gallagher bill on the statute books, 
the operators will decline to renew 
the run of mine plan in a contract 
after April 1, 1016, and that another 
strike will come that will bo more 
senous and long-drawn out than the 
present 1"> months' tie-up has been. 
In fact. President John P. White, of 
the national miners' union, said to- 
dpy:"We won't surrender the mine run 
right, pven though It mean^ a fight 
for years. The passage of the Gal la* 
Kher bill means not final peace, but 
war."

Karl Liebknpcht's 
fight 
against 


Geiman militarism in the Reichstag 
has brought on him the attention of 
the \\oild. His defiance of the gov- 
ernment in 
December when 
the 


kaiser demanded popular support in 
financing the war brought him into 
violent conflict, not only with the 
German militarists, but with social- 
ists of his own party. 


W. E. Walling, writing in the Sur- 


vey aboat the fight in the Reichstag, 
had this to say: 


"He declared that Germany for 


many years has been 'the accomplice 
of czarism and the model of political 
backwardness'; that the war was in 
no sense a war ot detense, but was 
'mutually fostered by German and 
Austrian war parties in the darkness 
of semi-absolutism and secret diplo- 
macy in order to steal a march on 
the adversary.' 


"It might appear, then, that Lieb- 


kuecht takes the position of the So- 
cialists of France 
and 
Belgium— 


that this is a war against German 
militarism. But this is not the case. 
He repudiates that view and 
at- 


tributes the war to the desire of 
capitalists of all great nations for 
new markets and fields of invest- 
ment. Moreover, he favors immedi- 
ate peace, which would undoubtedly 
rneau a return to the status QUO 
which existed before the war, another 
point on which the 
Socialists 
ol 


France and Belgium would not agree 
with him. 


"The importance of the stand tak- 


en by Liebknecht and the German 
Socialists that support him lies in 
their readiness to enter into an im- 
mediate life end death struggle with 
the German ruling class, taking full 
advantage of the critical moment.
